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SOCIETY OF ARTS. 


The Society has for its objects tlie promotion of a love 
for the Fine Arts in the Colony, by the encouragement 
of resident or native artists, and the improvement of the 
publite taste For this purpose, three Annual Exhibitions 
have been held, at which an opportunity has been afforded 
to the public of seeing such Works of Arts as the Colony 
possesses, and prizes have been awarded to competing 
Artists. The establishment* of an Art Union, also held 
at each Exhibition, gives to every Subscriber a chance of 
obtaining, as a prize, a work of art not ordinarily pro¬ 
curable—thus diffusing art objects, and insensibly, but 
surely, educating the taste. 

The Art education of the young has, from the first, 
occupied a considerable share of the attention of the 
promoters of the Society; and the encouragement and 
support which have been received from the public, have 
enabled the Committee to introduce from England Draw¬ 
ings and Casts, and to commence a School of Design, upon 
the model of those in the mpther country, in the rooms of 
the Institute, under the mastership of Mr. C. Hill. 

The sixth Annual Exhibition will be held in the Rooms 
of the Institute in October next, when the Committee 
invite the co-operation of Members and others in assisting 
them to assemble pictures and other works of art, such as 
shall make the forthcoming Exhibition more interesting 
than any that has yet been held. The prize list is much 
larger this year than ever before, and is likely to produce 
a spirited and varied emulation to add to the charms of 
the Exhibition ; while the works of art, consisting prin¬ 
cipally of Porcelain Statuary, introduced from England^ 
to supplement Colonial contributions to the Art Union, 
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give a higher value to the Subscriber’s chance at the 
distribution, than at any former Exhibition. 

Subscription—one Guinea per annum, payable in advance, 
entitling the Subscriber during its currency to the 
following advantages— 

I. —To be a Member of the Institute, and consequently 

entitled to attend all the Soirees and Meetings of the 
Institute without further payment, and with the 
liberty to introduce a lady, 

II. —To attend the Annual Exhibition, and all Meetings 

and Lectures of the Society of Arts. 

III. —To study and draw from the Casts and Models of 

the Society, subject to the Kules of the same. 

IV. —To participate in the advantages of the Annual Art 

Union.

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REPORT 


OF THE 

SOUTH AUSTEALIAN SOCIETY OE AETS, 

FOR THE YEAR 1861. 

In the last Annual Report your Committee set out 
with a complaint that they had nothing to report upon, 
and were in the condition of being required to make 
bricks without straw, inasmuch as there had been no 
Exhibition, no Art Union, and no competition for prizes 
during the year. But on this occasion they are only 
troubled by an embarras de richesses, for there have been 
two Exhibitions, one Art Union, two competitions for 
prizes, and the opening of the new School of Design, 
which is now in full operation under the presidency of 
• Mr. Hill. 

The Society commenced the year on the 31st January, 
1861, with a balance of £5 17s. 9d. in hand, and a new 
Secretary, Mr. John Martin, who kindly undertook the 
office in place of Mr. T. W. Seyers, who had previously 
held it, and who has added to the obligations previously 
conferred on the Society by the gift of a full-length 
portrait of the Lord Bishop of Adelaide. 

The long-expected casts and other material for the use 
of the School of Design having arrived, it was found that 
some injury had been done to the former on the voyage ; 
but your Committee found an intelligent Italian, Mr. 
Ghiloni, who, for a reasonable sum, very cleverly repaired 
them, so that their usefulness as drawing models, and 
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their beauty as works of high art, are not in any degree 
impaired. They are now placed in the western 'end of 
the long room, and constitute an interesting feature in 
the Institute. 

During the past year Sir C. Cooper and the Hon. G. 
F. Angas have been elected Vice-Presidents of the Society, 
in addition to the Lord Bishop of Adelaide and Sir J. H. 
Fisher. 

The first Exhibition of the year 1861, which properly 
belonged to the year preceding, was opened to the public 
on the 15th of April, continued open till the 13th of May, 
and was visited during that time by 2,269 persons, being 
an average of 87 each day. The sum of £85 11s. 6d, was 
paid for admission, and £12 19s. 6d. for catalogues ; 
total, £98 11s. There was also the large number of 17 
prizes for competition, of the united value of £64 Is., 
ranging from £10 10s. to £2 2s. respectively, besides a 
valuable gilt frame from Mr Gulley ; but your Committee 
did not feel justified in awarding the whole of these to the 
competitoi'S.. Your Committee also were enabled to offer 
30 prizes to be drawn for in the Art Union, the highest 
being of the value of £25, and the lowest of £1 Is., of 
which the highest fell to the lot of Sir Charles Cooper. 
His Honor, however, with great generosity, subsequently 
remitted the amount into the hands of the Society, to go 
towards the next Exhibition. The works of art were far 
more numerous than the Society had ever been able to 
collect before, consisting of about 500 objects, and the 
number of subscribers amounted to 159 for the year. At 
the opening a lecture was given by the Lord Bishop, 
“ On Art,” and one by the Rev. F. W. Cox, descriptive 
of the sculpture in the School of Design ; and before it 
closed, a third, “On the Works of Ary Scheffer,” by the 
Rev. A. R. Russell. However successful the above Ex- 
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hibition may have been in many important points, when 
the reckoning day came it was not to be concealed that 
the Society was considerably in arrear, and that its 
expenditure had been in some things on by far too large a 
scale for its means. It was with somewhat gloomy 
feelings that on making up the accounts the balance was 
found to be something like £56 on the wrong side. Your 
Committee being, as might be expected, unwilling to pay 
such a sum out of their own pockets, and feeling that only 
a vigorous effort could extricate them from the difficulty, 
an Exhibition on a smaller scale was proposed and left 
in the hands of Messrs. Macgeorge and Turnbull to bring 
into something like workable shape. These gentlemen 
justified the sense the Committee had of their talent by 
sending in, on August 16, a very able report, and the 
results have justified them too. The Committee left it 
chiefly to them to shape and finish what they had presented 
in rough outline; and though with some misgivings, 
another Exhibition on a smaller and cheaper scale, without 
an Art Union, which has usually been the most attractive 
feature in our proceedings, was resolved upon. 

Accordingly after a free Conversazione on November 
12th the Exhibition was opened. It consisted of 173 
works of art, chiefly engravings and photographs, and 
was open for thirteen days, during which time the sum of 
£23 5s. was taken for admission, and £2 for catalogues, 
the number of subscribers being 77. Twelve prizes were 
offered for competing works, amounting in value to 
£74 11s., of which, however, for various reasons only 
£31 10s. were awarded by the Judges. 

In the course of the Exhibition several interesting 
lectures were delivered by friends of the Society. The 
Kev. A. R. Russell gave some readings on art, illustrative 
of works in the room : Mr. Wadham a lecture on design ; 
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Mr. Seyers one on some early painters ; and'Mr. Mac- 
george, a fourth, on a suitable topie. 

The results of this inexpensive Exhibition have done 
something to clear the Society from its liabilities; and 
the Exhibition has been brought round to the proper time 
of the year. 

The School of Design was opened in September last, 
Mr. Hill having undertaken the management of it for the 
present, and his report of the school is appended hereto. 
Some correspondence has taken place between the Gover¬ 
nors of the Institute and your Committee on the subject 
of the amount of the annual subscription to the Society, 
and a suggestion made as to a reduction of the same 
to the members of the Institute. On this subject no 
decision has yet been come to, but it is under consideration. 

The Committee have paid subscriptions for the benefit 
of its constituents to the Glasgow, the Ciystal Palace, and 
the London Art Unions for the current year. 

The Committee cannot close this report without refer¬ 
ence to the lamented death of Mr. W. W. 11. Whitridge, 
an able coadjutor with them, and your representative on 
the Board of Governors of the Institute. The latter 
vacancy was temporarily filled by the election of the Rev. 
F. W. Cox, and subsequently by that of Mr. J. Maegeorge, 
who now holds the office. 

In conclusion, your Committee would remark that 
although some discouragement has been experienced by 
them at the necessity they felt of not awarding some of the 
advertised prizes, and perhaps, also, some dissatisfaction in 
the public mind ; yet they have a firm persuasion that the 
Society’s labours are not inefficacious in promoting the 
interests of art culture among the young ; also, that their 
exhibitions have been the means of furnishing a large 
amount of gratification of a pure and elevating character. 
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and of a kind that could not be atForded to the public 
without the agency of such a Society as this; and by 
means of the Art Union tliat a considerable number of 
works of art of high class have been distributed among 
their fellow-colonists. 

Your committee also consider the warmest thanks of 
the Society to be due to the gentlemen whose liberality 
has enabled them to offer so many prizes for competition, 
viz.;—His Excellency Sir R. G. MacDonnell, Sir Charles 
Cooper, Hon. H. Ayers, M.L.C., W. Owen, Esq, M.P., 
J. T. Turnbull, Esq., A. H. Gouge, Esq., Rev. Canon 
Russell, Hon. G. F. Angas, M.L.C., J. Macgeorge, Esq., 
and Mr. D. Culley. 

Copy op report on School of Design. 

The School was opened on the 2nd of September, 1861, 
and afternoon and evening classes are held as follows ;— 
On Monday, Tuesday, Thursday, and Friday evenings, 
from 7 till half-past 9. On Tuesday and Friday afternoons 
from half-past 3 till half-past 5 o’clock. There have been 
considerable variations in the numbers and attendance at 
the classes; the highest number having been 17, but 
during the present year the number has been much 
smaller. The progress of some of the pupils has given 
great pleasure, and I hope to be able to show a satisfactory 
improvement at the next Exhibition, The terms are 7s. 
per month.
